50  , 
being  the  total  expenses  incurred  by  them  while 
seeking  alternative  accommodation,  as  a  result 
of  their  failure  to  obtain  accommodation  at

Ac  part  of  thi°  og-rpoTnant  wr  nro  reimbursinfT  you  for  the  expenses 
incurred  as  a  result  of  this  incident,  and  will  assist  you  in 
finding  suitable  alternative  accommodations.

Lewis,  black  JamaicaTiS  who  reside  in  Toronto,  Ontario,    They  have 
alleged  that  they  were  refused  rental  of  accommodations  in  our 
building  at  40  Grenadier  Road,  Toronto,  Ontario,  because  of  their 
race  and  colour. 

In  settlement  of  these  complaints,  we  have  entered  into  a 
Memorandum  of  Agreement  with  The  Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission 
designed  to  preclude  a  repetition  of  this  kind  of  incident. 

We  have  assured  the  Commission  and  the  complainants  that  it 
is  our  policy  to  treat  all  applicants  for  tenancy  and  tenants 
fairly,  without  regard  to  race,  creed,  colour,  nationality  or 
ethnicity.     .Ve  maintain  this  policy  not  only  because  it  is  the 
law  but  because  we  believe  it  to  be  the  way  to  obtain  the  best 
tenants  and  to  create  a  healthy  society. 

We  would  ask  you  to  assist  us  in  reassuring  the  members  of 
your  organization  and  the  general  public  of  our  policy,  and  we 
invite  your  assistance  in  furthering  the  aims  of  The  Ontario
